Religion in Florida Schools 

Florida’s State Board of Education has 
adopted resolutions urging public schools 
to devote twenty minutes a day to the de- 
velopment, along broad religious lines, of 
“those ideas and ideals promulgated by 
the founders of this country.” The Board 
has requested that “Scriptures, prayers 
and songs be selected which will develop 
attitudes and habits of honesty, loyalty, 
courage, confidence, industry, tolerance 
and other virtues commensurate with the 
loftiest views of democracy and the Four 
Freedoms.” 


“Best Seller” Placards 

The more crowded the elevated trains, 
street cars and buses become, the more 
there are who see the Best Seller Publicity 
placards. Displayed on the advertising 
panels of public transportation vehicles 
in Chicago and about fifty other large 
cities, the cards present Scripture texts in 
beautiful modern art. The work is done 
by outstanding artists. One of the most 
recent cards bears Vaughn Schoemaket’s 
cartoon, “God Still Answers,” which 
shows the sea gull landing on Ricken- 
backer’s head. Beside the cartoon are 
these words, in large bold letters, “Jesus 
said, ‘Ask and it shall be given you.’” 
These Bible posters have been requested 
by chaplains and servicemen also, with the 
result that they are being displayed in 
more than 600 military stations—both 
training centers and war theaters abroad. 

Battleships or Liquor 

Protestant Voice has a cartoon setting 
forth the fact that the liquor interests 
boast that 20 battleships could be bought 
with the taxes collected from them in one 
year. But the come-back of the people is 
that 80 battleships could be bought with 
the money paid for liquor in a year, and 
everyone would be better off except the 
liquor man. 

Bill Hay Reads The Bible 

The Mutual Network is to be com- 
mended for the large number of really 
spiritual broadcasts it has in its weekly 
program. It also has a daily feature that 
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is excellent indeed—“Bill Hay Reads the 
Bible.” Bill Hay is well known to the 
American radio audience, having talked 
to them five nights a week for seventeen 
years as spokesman for the “Amos ’N 
Andy” program. Now he is heard Monday 
through Friday at 12:15 pm. EWT over 
many Mutual stations from coast to 
coast. It is a fifteen minute program. It 
opens and closes with a hymn tune, but 
most of the time is given to the reading 
of a passage of Scripture, without com- 
ment. Bill Hay is an excellent reader, and 
many listen. Thus families which neglect 
daily devotions have the Bible brought 
to them over the air, at a time when the 
Bible is needed as never before.

The church of Jesus 
Christ is not a continu- 
ation of the congrega- 
tion of Israel. It did not 
begin to exist until af- 
ter our Lord had ascend- 
ed and the Holy Spirit 
was poured out on the 
day of Pentecost. It 
was after Peter’s con- 
fession concerning the deity of Jesus 
Christ that the Saviour foretold the found- 
ing of the church to be called by His 
name. Said He: “I will build my church: 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.” Thus we see that the church 
of Christ was not in existence when these 
words were spoken. It was something that 
was to be in the future. From a careful 
studv of the Word of God we are led to 
see that this pronhetic promise was ful- 
filled when the Holy Svirit was outvoured. 
Tt began with a nucleus of one hundred 
twenty souls. To that number were added 
three thousand: on another occasion five 
thousand. We were told that there were 
dailv additions to the church of Christ 
and the sosp2l was carried from Jeru- 
salem to Judea and Samaria, and in pro- 
cess of time to the uttermost parts of the 
world.

Now in order to know something of the 
character of those who belonged to the 
church of Christ, let us examine the mean- 
ing of the word “church.” It comes from 
a Greek word “ecclesia” meaning “to call 
out from.” Thus we adduce the fact that 
those who are members of the church 
“which is His body” are a called-out peo- 
ple. But called out from what? They are 
called out from the kingdom of Satan; 
they are called out of darkness; they are 
called out of the kingdom of Satan; 
people who have been translated into the 
kincdom of God’s dear Son; they are 
children of the light; they are a people 
‘ who are separated from what is figurative- 
ly called the “world.” God’s church is

conditions of entrance and are persever- 
ingly separated from the world of sin. 

And what are the conditions of en- 
trance into the church of Jesus Christ? 
We have no answer except what is clearly 
stated in the Word of God. Under the 
anointed preaching of the apostle Peter on 
the day of Pentecost, those who heard 
were convicted of their sins and said to 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles, “Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” “Then 
Peter said unto them, Repent, and be bap- 
tized every one of you, in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call’*(Act s 2:38, 39) 

Thus we see that the first step toward 
entering thé church of Christ is the step 
of repentance. The next condition is that 
of faith. As the evangelist Philip was lead- 
ing the man of Ethiopia to Christ he be- 
lieved and immediately wanted to be bap- 
tized. Philip replied, “If thou believest 
with all thine heart, thou mayest.” “And 
he answered and said, I believe that Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God.” Notice please 
that water baptism did not precede con- 
version; it followed it. There are many 
people in the professed church today who 
have been baptized in water but have never 


really been converted. Then notice, too, 


conversion was conditioned upon faith in 
the deity of Jesus. There is no such thing 
as conversion apart from faith in Jesus 
as Lord. Thus we see that the second step 
toward entering the church of Christ is 
the step of faith. St. Paul sums it up in 
these words: “If thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
For with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth con- 
fession is made unto salvation.” It is fur- 
ther stated in the record of the early 
church that these who had repented and 
believed ‘continued steadfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine and fellowship.” They 
heard, repented, believed, were baptized 
and confessed their faith before men. It 


has been said that “If we do today what 
they did then, we will know that what 
they had then we have now.” How true! 
No one need be uncertain about his salva- 
tion. We can know! These early believers 
were a separated people, called of God, 
born of the Spirit of God and “built upon 
the foundation of the apostles and pro- 
phets, Jesus Christ Himself being the 
chief corner stone.” 

These Christians were called by various 
names. They were called “Christians” be- 
cause they were Christ’s ones; they fol- 
lowed Christ; they belonged to Him. They 
were called “believers” because of their 
faith. They were known as “brethren” be- 
cause they had been born into the house- 
hold of faith through the “new birth.” 
They were called “saints” because of their 
godly living and progressive separation 
from the things of the world, the flesh, 
and the devil. They were known as the 
“elect” because they had been “chosen in 
Him before the foundation of the world,” 
that they should be holy and without 
blame before Him in love. 

The church of Jesus Christ is presented 
in the Scriptures in at least three figures. 
In the first place it is spoken of as the 
BODY of which Christ is the head. In 
Col. 1:18 we read, “And He is the head 
of the body, the church.” This suggests 
two or three facts: Christ, the head of the 
body is supreme in all that pertains to that 
body. He directs and oversees. Further, 
the life of Christ, the head of the church, 
permeates each member of the church 
which is His body. There is an organic 
relationship between the two. It further 
suggests that the body is not one member 
but many. Thus it is that every member 
of the church of Christ is a brother and 
a sister to every other believer regardless 
of nationality, race, or color. 

But the church is also presented in the 
figure of a TEMPLE—a building. In 
Eph. 2:21, 22, we read, “In whom all the 
building fitly framed together groweth 
unto an holy temple in the Lord: in whom 
ye also are builded together for an habita- 
tion of God through the Spirit.” What a 
wonderful truth is here revealed. God’s

SPODY oxi 
THE BRIDE AND HER FUTURE HOME 
Chapter 21:9-27 

Here we have a description of “the holy 
city, the new Jerusalem.” Our Lord said, 
“I go to prepare a place for you” (John 
14:3). While He is engaged down here, 
during this church age, in “taking out 
from among the nations a people for His 
name,” He is engaged up in heaven in 
making ready a place for His bride who 
is to be raptured in the day of His com- 
ing. 

I. By Whom John Was Approached and 
What the One ApproachingHim Said 
Verse 9. He was approached by one of 

the seven angels having the seven vials, 
and the angel said, “Come hither,” etc. 
Mark the fact that the bride is here called 
“the Lamb’s wife.” At this juncture in the 
vision the marriage has not only taken 
place, but a thousand years have elapsed, 
the earth has had its baptism of fire, the 
new heaven and the new earth have come 
into existence, and the ages of the ages 
have begun. 

There is a Jewish legend which tells us 
that before Enoch was finally translated 
he was taken up into heaven, where he 
remained for thirty days and thirty nights, 
and “God revealed unto him great se- 
crets, which even the angels do not know. 
He told him how, out of the lowest dark- 
ness, the visible and the invisible were 
created, how He formed heaven, light, 
water, and earth, and also the fall of Sa- 
tan and the creation and sin of Adam He 
narrated to him, and further revealed to 
him that the duration of the world will 
be seven thousand years, and the eighth 
millennum will be a time when there is 
no computation, no end, neither years nor 
months, nor weeks, nor days, nor hours.” 
Just a legend, of course, but it is interest- 
ing to me as an indication as to what 
Jews have believed, for the legends of the 
Jews reflect the faith of the Jews. The 
early church fathers believed that the 
seventh millennium of human history will 
be that millennium in which Christ shall 
reign upon the earth, and that it will be 
followed by the destruction of the earth 
by fire, and the new heaven and the new 
earth. The legend just quoted indicates

that the Jews have believed the same thing. 

The question arises, “From whence did 
they get their knowledge?” May it not 
have come through divine revelation? Pos- 
sibly,while there is much that is merely 
the fruit of wild imagination in the leg- 
ends of the Jews, there is some truth that 
was ofiginally divinely revealed and has 
been handed down from generation to gen- 
eration. Who knows but that some of it 
may have been handed down from Enoch 
to whom it was revealed during those 
three hundred years in which it is written 
that he “walked with God”? Gen. 5:5, 22. 
After the millennial age of righteousness 
shall have come to a close, and the new 
heaven and the new earth shall have come 
into existence, the eternal ages will begin. 

And John, here in his vision, is at the 


beginning of those eternal ages.

this same angel, or one of the seven, had 
carried John away in the spirit “into the 
wilderness” that he might show him there 
the gaudily attired harlot, the consort of 
Antichrist.

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In order to fully ap- 
preciate the greatness of 
| Moses’ decision to for- 
F sake Egypt one should 
get a good view of his 
background in Egypt. 
The Scriptures tell us 
that Moses “was a 
goodly child” (Ex. 2: 
q 2), that he “was ex- 
ceeding fair” (Acts 7:20), and finally 
hat “he was a proper child” (Heb. 11: 
). Josephus, the Jewish historian, 
informs us that “he was grown so beau- 
tiful that passers by stood still to 
look upon him, and laborers left their 
work to steal a glance.” And again 
Josephus says that Pharaoh had no other 
heir to the throne than Moses’ mother, 
and that Moses was the only child of 
Pharaoh’s daughter, thus making Moses 
a direct heir to the throne of his grand- 
father. Add to all this the further inform- 
‘ation that Stephen gives us that “Moses 
was learned in all the wisdom of the 
Egyptians, and was mighty in words and 


deeds.” 
Doubtless like Joseph before him, and 


Daniel after him, he had risen to be prime 
minister of the Egyptian empire. His was 
a very important position in the govern- 
‘ment plus a pleasing personality. His 
future seemed assured. His words of coun- 
sel within the government were mighty, 
-and his deeds and accomplishments were 
also mighty. He had become a great states- 
man.

Amidst such pleasing surroundings Ste- 
‘phen tells us that “when he was full 
forty years old, it came into his heart to 
‘visit his brethren the children of Israel.” 
Also the record in Exodus states “in those 
days, when Moses was grown, that he 
“went out unto his brethren, and looked on 
their burdens.” Who put that thought in- 
to Moses’ heart? It was God stirring up 
the nest of contentment and satisfaction 

in order to prepare a deliverer for his peo- 
‘ple Israel. Perhaps in fulfilment of his 
‘duties as a high government official he 
found it necessary to inspect the condition 
of the Hebrew slaves. Little did he realize 
on that fateful day that God would stir 
something deep in his heart that had lain 
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by R. H. Moon 


dormant for these forty years. Exodus 
2:11 says he “looked on their burdens.” 
As he contemplated their pitiful condition 
conviction laid hold of him. 


Unquestionably his parents had seen to 
it that he was instructed in the Hebrew 
Scriptures. Despite all his natural en- 
dowments and education, he felt that 
there was a lack in his life. Ringing in his 
soul were the promises to Abraham, “they 
shall come out” (Gen. 15:14) and the 
statement of Joseph “God will bring you 
out of this land” (Gen. 50:24). The four 
hundred years were fast running out. The 
signs of the times were increasing, as evi- 
denced by the multiplied Hebrew child- 
ren. “Why was I not killed in childhood? 
Why was I so carefully trained by Pha- 
raoh?” might have been some of the ques- 
tions in his mind as he debated his mo- 
mentous decision. Perhaps, like Joseph, in 
the beginning of Israel’s sojourn in Egypt, 
he thought he might remain where he was 
next to Pharaoh, and thus help Israel to 
be delivered. But this did not satisfy his 
Hebrew heart. More and more the con- 
viction grew within him, that he was the 
man upon whom God had His hand, and 
who was to be the promised deliverer. 
Night and day, over and over again, he 
could not escape the call. At length we 
can see him going alone to a secluded 
room in the palace. There with his God, 
and his conscience, he fights and wins the 
battle. 

The die is cast. The decision is made. 
“J must identify myself with Israel, and 
be not ashamed to call them brethren (Ex. 
2:2; Heb. 2:11). I cannot compromise 
about this matter. For one thing, Pha- 
raoh would not permit any other course,” 
must have been some of his musings. He 
refuses to stay with Pharaoh’s daughter. 
He departs from Pharaoh. He leaves the 
palace and becomes a slave with his breth- 
ren. 

We are of the opinion that this great 
forsaking of Egypt was done before he 
fled into Midian as a result of slaying the 
Egyptian. Any other interpretation would 
rob this renunciation of its sacrificial ele- 
ments. The record of his fleeing Egypt in 
Exodus speaks of fear. This does not 
comport with the noble language of faith 
recorded in Hebrews 11:24-27. Fear and 
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faith do not go together in the same heart, 
and at the same time. He either left Egypt 
by faith, or he left by fear. The only way 
to reconcile these two records is to look 
at them as the record of two separate acts 
of Moses. First of all then, back in the 
king’s palace, by a noble act of faith he 
“forsook Egypt.” He did this after the 
same manner, beloved, as you forsook 
Egypt, and took the reproach of the 
Cross, and were sanctified. You were in 
the world, but not of it. Later on, by a 
rash act of the flesh, and not of faith, he 
slew an Egyptian, and fled from the land 
of Egypt. What a sensation his first for- 
saking of Egypt must have made! Imagine 
if you can one high in the councils of Hit- 
ler, leaving him to join himself with the 
Jews. Such is a somewhat parallel case 
with Moses’ act. 

Our study here will concern itself with 
the magnificent act of faith recorded in 
Heb. 11:24-27. There are seven distinct 
acts in this consecration. Seven is the 
number of completeness, and surely this 
renunciation was so complete that ever 
afterward there was never any turning 
back. While the children of Israel lusted 
to go back, Moses never did. The seven- 
fold forsaking of Egypt attended to all 
that: 

1. “By faith Moses, when he was come 
to years, refused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter.” This was refusal on 
the part of Moses. He was not thrust 
out. He did not flee in terror. There was no 
fear here. Calmly he must have talked it 
over with his foster mother, and informed 
her first of all of his decision. He owed 
much to her, and to her it was due that 
he should first break the news. There 
were tears, and anger here. But to every 
one of her pleas and threats he returned 
a firm refusal. It took faith to do this, 
and by faith Moses refused. 


2. “Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God.’ There was de- 
liberate refusal, and deliberate choice 
here. This is not the act of fear. It is the 
act of one in full possession of his God- 
anointed faith. He chose rather to be 
called a son of Abraham, than the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter. He chose to suffer af-

ture and sale of all intoxicating liquors, 
and that a copy of the resolution be sent 
the Senators and Representatives of nor- 
thern California. 

On Friday morning, after enjoying an- 
other hour of the ministers’ round table 
conducted by Brother A. A. Wilson, and 
opening prayer and song, the Camp Ac- 
count statement was distributed to be read 
at leisure and regular business was re- 
sumed, 

A motion made by W. T. Gaston that 
this convention send greetings to the 
Southern California District Council with 
Brothers A. A. Wilson and L. R. Keys 
as they go south, was seconded and car- 
tied unanimously. The day before it was 
instructed that Brother Lloyd Persing 
bear greetings from this District Council 
to the Oregon Disrtict Council as he re- 
turns north. 

After lengthy discussion regarding home 
missionary work in defense areas and other 
thickly populated areas, particularly the 
newly launched El Cerrito work under the 
leadership of Leonard and Medora Rog- 
ers, a motion to send a letter from the 
District office to the churches of the dis- 
trict encouraging them to contribute to- 
wards the new home missions projects was 
tabled, that the promoting of interest in 
the established churches for the newly 
launched works be left in the hands of the 
pastors. 

The annual District Council session 
closed with an impressive ordination serv- 
ice in the tabernacle. Fourteen men and 
women whose ministry in the past few 
years recommended their being consecrated 
by the elders for the recognized work of 
the ministry were ordained.

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During the years of 1873-1875, Moody 
and Sankey stirred all Great Britain after 
the manner of the leaders of The Great 
Awakening. It is said that in London more 
than two and a half million people heard 
their messages. “In Glasgow alone,” says 
Dr. Andrew Bonar, “at least seven thou- 
sand members were added to the church- 
es.”It was during the Glasgow meetings 
that Mr. Moody told how he discovered 
the secret of power. He says: 

“T remember two holy women who used 
to come to my meetings. It was delightful 
to see them in the congregation. When I 
began to preach. I could tell by the express- 
ion on their faces that they were praying 
for me. At the close of the Sunday evening 
service they would say to me, “We have 
been praying for you.’ 

“T said, ‘Why don’t you pray for th 
people?’ 
“They answered, ‘You need power.’ 

“TI need power?’ I said to myself: ‘Why 
I thought I had power.’ I had a large 
Sunday School and the largest congrega- 
tion in Chicago. There were some conver- 
sions at the time. I was, in a sense, satisfied. 
But right along these two godly women 
kept praying for me, and their earnest 
talk about being ‘anointed for special serv- 
ice’ set me to thinking. 

“I asked them to come and talk with me, 
and we got down on our knees. They 
poured out their hearts that I might 
receive the anointing from the Holy Spirit, 
and there came a great hunger into my soul.

Would that every servant of Christ might 
have such an epochal hour! Do we not 
need this Divine power! A similar Spirit 
empowered ministry would shake the 
world. O God, give us ten thousand Spirit- 
filled preachers!

A CHAT WITH A SUNDAY 
SCHOOL TEACHER ... 


Lots of trouble these days is blamed on 
little ‘somebodys” which someone has 
cleverly named “gremlins.” 

If your car squeaks, the gremlin named 
“Squeaky” is doing his business. If you 
have a flat tire, “Flatty had laid in wait 
for you somewhere along the line. If the 
house gets dirty too soon after you have 
carefully cleaned it, “Gremlin Dirty” has 
probably stolen a march on you. It’s all 
so silly, but it is strange how many people 
permit the make-believe gremlin to remain 
the explanation to their problem. It’s easier 
that way: 

It might be a bit amusing if we left the 
gremlin idea to the affairs of our natural 
lives, but have you noticed that in these 
days too many of us are pulling them 
over into the spiritual too? Not in name 
perhaps, but often in attitude. 

There is a decrease in interest in my 
Sunday School class; a decrease in atten- 
dance. We do hate to see it, but it’s that 
defense job gremlin—can’t expect much 
else these days, etc. 


Maybe you are a Sunday School Super- 
intendent and you have noticed a growing 
carelessness on the part of your teachers, 
and as a result, of course, there comes a 
let-down in your school. It’s too bad, but 
after all, this is war, someone says (Grem- 
lins) . It’s the spirit of the age (Gremlins) . 

It’s not to belittle our problems, for we 
do have them, that I am talking this over 
with you; but have you stopped to think 
that many of our present problems are 
the direct result of former problems that 
we didn’t meet in the name of the Lord 
back there? Our attitude was perhaps too 
full of gremlins. . 

Let’s summarize a couple of problems 
for example: Here is a teacher of a fine 
class of teen-age girls. The teacher has 
the lesson learned perfectly Sunday after 
Sunday; is in class on time; tells the Bible 
story is an interesting mannet, uses visual 
aid often. But she has a problem, for every 
so often another girl drops out of her 
class. The other girls give the usual excuses 
for them; “They had to work,” or “they 
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had company,” or “they went away today,” 
etc. The teacher can leave it at that if she is 
just an average teacher. In other words 
she can just say, “Gremlins.” 

What will be the result? A splendid 
class of girls will not only absent them- 
selves from Sunday School but no doubt 
from God also. 

What should this teacher do? To correct 
a situation of this kind should be the 
teacher’s highest concern, and for that 
reason she must find the “why” of her loss. 
She must know the reason for the decrease 
in attendance as well as interest in her 
class. She must search until she finds it. 
She must search herself, her pupils, their 
interests, their individual circumstances, 
their excuses, etc. 


She may find that her class of girls have 
heard the Bible stories from the Beginner 
Department on up; but because of the 
lack of logical application of the same on 
the part of their teachers, the whole thing 
has become valueless to them. They simply 
lost out. The girls of that class are living 
in 1943, and unless Christ and His great 
plan can be proven of value to young lives 
today, they naturally will not be inter- 
CSCE Camry he and the teacher is a failure. 

The teen-age young person, of all peo- 
ple, is the one that lives in the all-important 
now; and the job of the teen-age Sunday 
School teacher is to make Christ the all- 
important figure for this all-important 
now time. Some teachers, however, ovet- 
look this fact, and fail to take the time to 
study it through. 


Here is a class of Junior boys with a 
good Christian teacher who is blessed with 
fine personality. For a time the class grows, 
but before too long the teacher is tired 
and class restless and sometimes rowdy. 
Some of the boys have quit entirely. The 
teacher arrives at the conclusion that he’s 
not cut out for a Junior class and makes 
that his excuse to quit (Gremlins). If that 
dear brother had laid his problem before 
the Lord and let God help him make the 
proper search, he probably would have 
found that he had depended entirely on 
his personality to do the work God Him- 
self must do in young lives to make them

fliction WITH, rather than FOR, the 
people of God. Doubtless the entire court 
of Pharaoh made him suffer for this so- 
called “foolish” act of his. He was called 
upon to suffer affliction before he ever fled 
into Midian. 

3. “Than to enjoy the pleasures of sin 
for a season.” This is the bait with which 
the devil conceals the hook. There are 
pleasures of sin, and there are far more 
pleasures of righteousness. Over and over 
again people are making this decision. In 
these war days, with large money in their 
pockets, people are enjoying the pleasures 
of sin. But it is only for a season, and 
then the bitter reaping. That day alone in 
the palace, when he fought the battle 
through, Moses rightly computed the value 
of the pleasures of sin, and the treasures 
of God, and chose the latter. 

4. “Esteeming the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in Egypt.” 
The worst of religion is the reproach of 
Christ. The best of the world is the 
treasures of Egypt. But how did Moses 
know of Christ, and His reproach at that 
early date, back in Egypt land? Ah! dear 
reader, there is a revelation that the Spirit 
will make, to the trusting, waiting child 
of God, that will come to none other. 
Alone in the palace chamber, heaven 
opened up to Moses, and the Spirit re- 
vealed unto him those riches of Christ 
that eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, nor 
hath entered into the heart of man to 
imagine. Away back there in the dim of 
history Moses saw Christ, and His te- 
proach, and His riches. In comparison to 
these the riches of Egypt were cheap in- 
deed. But remember this revelation did 
not come to him until he had first refused 
to be called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter, 
and until he chose to suffer affliction with 
the people of God. And thus it ever will 
be, not until we make the great renunci- 
ation, will God fill up the aching void 
with Himself. 

5. “He had respect unto the recom- 
pense of reward.” In addition to the riches 
of Christ, there is here revealed unto Mo- 
ses the second coming of the Lord. He saw 
the coming kingdom of Heaven. He saw 
his reward in that kingdom, and who 
knows but that there was revealed unto 
him his place on the throne of Egypt in 
that blessed future day. By faith he be- 
lieved all this, and had respect (not dis- 


respect) to this reward. What magnificent 
faith! 

6. “By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king.” How sig- 
nificant it is that the words “by faith” 
should be repeated here. The Spirit wishes 
us to understand, by this repeated em- 
phasis on faith, that it is thus that Moses 
forsook Egypt, and not by fear. To for- 
sake, and to flee, are opposite acts. One 
forsakes by a deliberate act of his will, 
not because he has to, but because he 
wants to. One flees because there is no 
other alternative. He must flee or suffer the 
consequences. Compare all this with the 
record of Moses’ acts in Exodus 2:12-15. 
When one is acting in faith he does not 
stealthily look this way and that way; he 
does not kill; he does not hide his victim; 
he does not fear; he does not flee. 

7. “He endured as seeing Him who is 
invisible”? This is the motive back of it 
all. Stephen, Moses’ historian, centuries 
later, when he was talking about Moses to 
the leaders in Israel, also saw Him that is 
invisible, and thus he was enabled to en- 
dure. One glimpse of this Invisible One 
will furnish the believer with all the in- 
centive he needs to go through and endure 
all that Egypt may heap upon him. He is 
invisible to Egypt, but may be seen by the - 
eye of faith. Blessed eyesight! God give 
us more of it. 

In closing we quote from Dr. F. B. 
Meyer’s book on Moses. “His faith made 
Moses all he was. If only we possess his 
faith, why should we not see another Exo- 
dus? Surely there is no limit to the pos- 
sibilities of a life which has become an 
aperture or channel through which God 
can pour Himself forth. It is certain as 
the present age draws to a close, that God 
has great schemes on hand which must 
shortly be realized. According to His in- 
variable method He will have to perform 
them through the instrumentality and 
faith of men; the one question is, are we 
in such a condition; is our faith of such a 
nature, that He can work by us to the 
glory of His holy name?”

people are corporately a building, yea 
mote—the very temple of God—God 
dwells in the midst of His people and re- 
veals His glory and power to them. In 
God’s temple we as believers have fellow- 
ship with Him and with one another in 
the things of Christ. God dwells in us by 

His spirit. 

The third figure by means of which the 
church is described is that of a BRIDE. 
In II Cor. 11:2, we read, “For I am jeal- 
ous over you with godly jealousy: for I 
have espoused you to one husband, that 
I may present you as a chaste virgin to 
Christ.” Christ is the bridegroom; the 
church is the bride. The Holy Spirit is 
engaged in seeking a Bride for Christ. He 
is engaged in this dispensation in convict- 
ing the world of sin, or righteousness, and 
of judgment, and of calling out of all 
nations a people who shall compose the 
church, the bride of Christ. One glorious 
day this chaste virgin will be presented to 
the bridegroom as a glorious church, not 
having spot, nor wrinkle, nor any such 
thing. Such is the grace and power of 
God. Thus her destiny is also made clear. 
The church as the bride waits for her 
Lord who one glad glorious day will re- 
turn to claim His bride and “so shall we 
ever be with the Lord.” 

There are manv different and varying 
denominations of professed Christians. 
These organizations are the outward or- 
ganized expression of the mystical organic 
body of Christ. Thus it is clear that there 
are in reality two bodies of followers of 
Christ: the mystical church which is His 
body, whose names are written in heaven, 
and the visible organized expressions of 
that body—known by various denomin- 
ational and group names. Doubtless there 
are those in all denominations who are 
also members of the mystical body of 
Christ. But the point I wish to make clear 
is that because one is a member of an 
earthly organization is not proof that he 
is also a member of the mystical body of 
Christ, the true church. One may have his 
name on a church roster and not have his 
name written on the Lamb’s book of life. 
One may be joined to a particular church 
or denomination and not be joined to the 
Lord. I have no doubt that there are 
hundreds and thousands of people who 
are resting in a false security today, as- 
suming that because they have given men-

tal assent to the teachings of Christ, and 
because they have joined a church some 
time some where and because they have 
been baptized in water and because they 
partake of the communion service that 
it necessarily follows that they are Chris- 
tians. Such is certainly not the case. We 
do not become Christians in any such 
ways. Except a man is “born again” he 
shall neither see nor enter the kingdom of 
God. Salvation is personal; it is not cor- 
porate. Every man must know the Lord 
for himself; he must have a personal ex- 
perience with the Lord. Thank God it is 
possible for each of us to have this blessed 
knowledge that we have passed from death 
unto life and to know. that our names are 
written in heaven. I have met people who 
have been members of churches all their 
lives without having a definite experience 
of the heart. Imagine the sad awakening 
in eternity when they discover that Chris- 
tianity is more than joining a church; 
that Christianity is more than a profes- 
sion! 


Before closing let me say a word about 
the outward organization of the church of 
Jesus Christ. I believe in it just as much 
as I believe that an organism must work 
through an organization of some kind. 
The outward visible church is the means 
which God uses for the evangelization of 
the unsaved and the edification of the 
believers. I do not hold with those who 
would do away with the organized form 
of Christianity. It is necessary. It has its 
place. God has used it since the days of 
the anostles. It is the agency in the hands 
of God to accomplish Christ’s purposes 
for the present dispensation. It has been 
our observation that those who have sepa- 
rated themselves from their brethren have 
invariably made shipwreck of their lives. 
Christ recognized the outward visible 
church when he sent letters to the seven 
seostraphically located churches in Asia. 
Ephesus, Colosse. Corinth, Galatia, Phil- 
ippi—these are the names of organized 
bodies of believers. In them were those 
who were genuine Christians and also 
those who were merely professors. But 
the Lord knew who were His. He knows 
todav who are His in all the churches, de- 
nominations,and religious movements of 
the earth.

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COMPROMISE— THE EASY WAY TO RUIN 


Many a well-meaning Christian has lost 
his or her influence and power through 
compromise. As a Pentecostal people, we 
cannot afford the compromise principle, 
under any pretext whatsoever. Some do it 
for the sake of worldly gain, but Satan has 
a much more subtle way of getting people 
to compromise. He comes as an angel of 
light and suggests that if Christians would 
not be so strict, they would do more good. 
He says, “Just dress a little more like the 
world, and they will listen to you more. 
You will have a greater influence over 
them if you associate with them more. If 
you join that lodge or social group, you 
will have a greater opportunity of reaching 
them. If you step out among the people 
and join them in their activties you will 
be more able to influence them.” 

This is a subtle artifice by which Satan 
draws many souls to perdition. To yield 
is to be defeated. If you join in with the 
world, you will find that your influence for 
Christ is killed. They may love you as a 
Christian, but they have lost their confi- 
dence in you. In their hearts, they despise 
you for the very concessions for which they 
flatter you. They will draw you step by step 
along with them in the broad road which 
ends in perdition. 

Some denominational churches about 
us are without power because they allow

There is danger in every direction. We 
must be on our guard against every trick 
and scheme of the enemy. We must not 
unite even with worldly professors in their 
commendable reforms. The only way to 
have victory and power is to take God’s 
way. “Wherefore, come ye out from a- 
mong them and be ye separate.” 

The writer has been grieved at the tend- 
ency to follow the world in fashions and 
play, the tendency to program, and worldly 
church weddings. Satan laughs and the 
world loses confidence in us just as soon 
as it can lure us into its ways. May we not 
lose the glory and power that has been 
promised the separate ones.
